ing normally to transmit 
sound. 

Deafness due to this fixation | 
of the stapes was discovered | 
as early as 1735. In 1938, more | 
than two hundred years later, 
the fenestration operation was} 
conceived. The fenestration op-| 
eration forms an opening or} 
window into the inner ear for 
the restoration of hearing in 
cases of otosclerosis. Menestra- 
tion is derived from the Latin 
word fenestratus, meaning fur- 
nished with windows. 

Just ten years ago, while 
testing for stapes fixation, an 
otologist accidently started the 
stapes to vibrate; and the pa- 
tient could hear quite well, al- 
though within a few months 
the stapes again became fixed.

WITH LESS THAN MAJORITY 


0 ne Democrat has been 
el i president in over a 
h tr I h a majority 
of the votes cast. The one was 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, elected 
four times getting a majority 
each time. His bi st majority 
was the second time elected, 
which was in 1936 when he got 
61 per cent of the popular vote 
and carried every state in the 
Union except Maine and Ver 
mont. That gave him all elec 
toral votes but the 8 from 
those two states. His smallest 
vote was the fourth time elect 
ed, in 1944, when he received 
53 per cent of the votes cast 


~All of the other four Demo 
crats received less than 50 per 


cent of the popular vote 
time elected. Grover Cleveland 
received 48.44 per cent of the 


popular vote in 1884, and only 
46 per cent of the popular vote 
in 1892 when he was elected 
the second time 

Woodrow Wilson 
would have been elected at al 
except for the split in the Re- 
publican party, with William 
Howard Taft heading one fac- 
tion and Tedly Roosevelt head- 
ing the other faction.

alone the federal government 
is putting up 36 million dollars 
a year. Work relief and wel 
fare grants call for another 46 
millions dollars a year. 

Then in an effort to prime 
the lump and get things going 
again, the federal government 
is putting up 225 million dol- 
lars on a federal highway pro- 
ject, 50 millions in new de- 
fense contracts, and 4 millions 
extra in “redevelopment” loans 
and grants. Since President 
Kennedy took office a ‘year and 
a half ago, the federal govern- 
ment has poured in around 400 
million dollars, 


Besides showing what to ex- 
in all other states as in- 
dustry more and more 
modern with one man produe- 
Ing As much as two or three 
men formerly produced, one 
man as quoted by U. 8S.

Sparksman (D., Ala.) urged of 
ficials at the Defense Depart 
ment to give favorable consid- 
eration to a joint resolution of 
the Alabama legislature re 
questing abatement of all ae 
tion to dismantle the ALA- 
BAMA until the Governor's 
committee issues a report re 
carding the feasibility of utiliz- 
ing the ship as a State shrine. 

“It will be most appropriate 
if the ALABAMA'S | brilliant 
naval career culminates in her 
preservation as a memorial to 
the valor, devotion and su- 
preme sacrifice of the brave 
mem and women of Alabama 
who served our nation during 
World War II and the Korean 
conflict,’ Hill said. 

Hill éxpressed pride that the 
ALABAMA earned nine Battle 
Stars on the Asiatic - Pacific 
Area Service Medal and had 
one of the most distinguished 
war records of any ship during 
the war. 

Early in 1940 the keel of the 
fourth ALABAMA was laid at 
the Norfolk Navy Yard and 
less than three months follow- 
ing the Japanese attack on 
Pearl Harbor, the USS ALA- 
BAMA (BB-60) was launched 
in a colorful ceremony attend- 
ed by many prominent citizens 
and officials of Alabama. She 
was destined to become one of 
the greatest fighting ships of 
World War II. During the war 
the ALABAMA earned Battle 
Stars for intrepid and nearly 
continuous fighting operations 
during most of the great Pa- 
cific campaigns including 
among others the Gilbert, Ca- 
roline, Mariana Islands, Oki- 
nawa and the battle of the 
Philippines,
